nuch unwearied paincs and induſtry of the houſe of Commons to ſubdue Popery, and Popiſh mnovators; neither 1s po- 
pery yct ſubducd, nor prelates arc yet removed, whereby many have taken great incouragements, deſperately to plot 
igainſt the peacc and tafery of this and other your Majcſtics Dominions z witneſle the moſr Barbarous and inhumanc 
Truelties, perpetrated bythe Papiſts now in Ircland, from whence ariſeth in us anew ſpring of feares and jealouſtes 
what the iſſue of theſe things may be in this your kingdome of Irclandalfo without a ſpecdy and timely prevention of 


the ſame: in hope therefore of your Majeſties willing readineſſe,by the advice of this Honourable Court ot Parliament, 


to provide for our preſent relicte and ſafety. 

Wee humbly tupplicare, that the Popiih Lords, and other eminent and dangerous Papiſts in all parts of the king- 
dome nuy be narrowly looked unto and ſceured, the lawes againſt prieſts and Ictuits tully exccutcd, and the prelacic 
rootcd up,that lo the work of reformation may prolperouſly be carried on,our diſtracting teares removed,the weighty 
affaircsot the kingdome ferled, and conſequently God may delight in the preſent and fucceding ages to dwell in this 
land the freedome of Commerce and trade may paſſe on more chearctully, tor the encouragement of your petitioners, 
anda Flouriſhing and peaccable Raigne of your majeſtic, may be long continued and increaſedamong us.
